PEACHES. 

THE M A YFLOWER -Introduced by Mr. J. Van Lindley, Pomona, N. C. The 
earliest of all peaches. Ripened here this year May 19th. Mr. Lindley has tested 
this variety in his orchard for the past four years. It is a remarkable peach and 
red all over. Will supersede Victor and Sneed. 

ARP BEAUTY is next in season and next in value to Mayflower. Comes in 
just before and laps over into the season of Greensboro. It is quite distinct from 
any variety that we know and will prove a very valuable sort for commercial 
orchards as well as for family orchards. It is the most showy and by far the. 
best in quality of any peach of its season. The flesh is of a rich, inviting yellow 
color; the skin a pleasing shade of yellow, very attractively painted and mottled 
with bright crimson. It is very prolific, has large flowers and is one of the 
hardiest in tree, bud and bloom. Freestone, but the flesh, like that of all excep- 
tionally early freestone peaches, clings more or less to the seed. In size it is 
about the same as Yellow St. John. 

APEX— Ripens at the same time as Alexander, to which it is far superior 
in size, color and flavor. Size large, color of skin 3^ellow, with a mottled red 
cheek. Flesh yellow and of good quality — one of the best early market varieties. 
Freestone, but, like qM extra early peaches, the flesh clings to the stone. 

DR. BURTON — Very similar to Mamie Ross in vigor, certainty and abundance 
of bearing; has large flowers. Much superior to Mamie Ross and ripens about 
one week earlier. It is a perfect freestone, of rather larger size than Mamie Ross, 
of same shape, with smaller seed, much firmer and more color, and quality of the 
finest; the best and handsomest peach of its season. 

GOLDFINCH (Ea. Elberta)— This is a seedling of Elberta, of very much the 
same characteristics, but ripening about a week earlier. 

MUNSON'S CLING. A selected seedling of Elberta, among hundreds grown 
from select seed. Equally as large as Elberta, more spherical, with a short beak. 
Firm, yellow flesh of the finest quality. Surface mostly covered with bright red, 
very handsome. An immensely superior quality to Chilow. Ripens with Elberta. 

MUNSON'S FREE. Selected variety among several hundred Elberta seedlings 
grovVn from selected seed. The fruit is larger than Elberta; more highly colored, 
more oblong and of better quality; flesh yellow. More prolific and hardy in 
bearing.

— Ab we send thiB list to the trade only, 
we make the difference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very elight— simply suflS-cient, 
AS a rule, to cover the difference in the expense 
of handling" in the smaller ntimbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 of a 
variety, will be chargred at the rate per hundred, 
orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety, will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, wlU be charged at the rate per ten. 

Season. — Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trtes to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
IS taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 

S HIPPING DiRSOTiONS.— We respectfully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded. When no 
particular directions are given, we forward 
according to the best of our judgment.

Rei^isase. — When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder's receipt and mail to consignee. 
It is left to the option of the shipper of trees 
ov«r some railroads, whether he will release 
lh«m or not nndsr th« clause ^'Valuft less than 
15.00 per 100 lbs." If released under this clauao, 
the freight is leas on roads sroverned by this 
cla8Bification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
ander some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not he hold 
responsible for any oversight to release, unless 
instructed by our customers. Claims for delay 
or loss must be made to the forwarders. 

Packages. — The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoted in this list,as follows : 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 7H to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00 ; boxes IS inches, 81.50; bales from 
'25c. to 75c. each. 

Packing.— Goods will be packed in moss or 
"Shingle Tow," and especial care taken to 
insure their arrival in the best condition. 

AssOBTMENTS. — We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tutioH can be allowed, either in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order.

Caution.— We accept all orders upon the con-

prompt-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions, will save 
time by sending reference, with order. We 
wish it expressly understood that payment is 
expected from the first collectioDs made, and 
the time named is only intended as so many 
days of grace in which to make returns. To 
northern customers, who wish to lay in stock 
for Spring trade, we will ship late in Fall 
or early in Spring, and allo'v time for payment 
till May 15th. If shipment is required in the 
Fall for Spring use, a note is to be given upon 
receipt of the trees. We do not allow any 
discount for cash, but we make our prices low to 
command cash, or prompt returns. In orders 
when the time is not mentioned, 30 days is to be 
understood. Interest at the rate of 8 per cput 
per annum must be paid on over jlue accounts. 
Should prices be changed, either higher or 
lower, during the season, the prices ruling at 
the time the order is made, are expected to 
stand. 

Forms of Payment.— All bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and remittaucoa should 
be made by drafts on New York, C^hicago or St. 
Louis, or by money orders on some Express 
Company, or by postal orders. We will, how- 
ever, accept checks from those of our cnptomore 
who may be located at pUces havinef no bank- 
ing, express or postal facilities, provided they 
make them in' every case payable '*vfitb sx- 
chaDire", or add of one cent, to the amount of 
the bill for the cost of collection. 

Grat")E8.— We grade very carofully, in some 
case'- by caliper, in others by height. When 
graded by both caliper and height, the caliper 
»iiU8t govern, aa tiie height then named is only 
to be considered approximately. Wh'^n gra<?^d 
by height or caliper, wo include the lower num- 
ber and exclude the higher. Instance : in a 
grade of 4 to 5 feet trees, the 4 feet trees are in- 
cluded, but not the 5 feet trees, f f 5 f.eet trees 
are v^^anted, t he 5 to 6 feet grade must be ordered. 

GuARANTKK OF GBNUiNENEaa.— W tiile we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence andcar^ to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ou»*9elves 
in readiness, on proper proof, toreplaceali trees, 
etc., that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, it is mutu- 
ally understood and agreed to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case maice us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove un»-rue, 

Acceptance. — Notice should b<^; sent ns by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees bo refuf>'^d. statinj? 
roasouR. (claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause,will r' eive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If treet 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually bo restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entin^ly under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, they should not be 
removed from the box until the frost is all out. 
The box should be placed itj ♦^he cellar or pro- 
tected in some other way. The presence of 
frost in the boxes is not to be considered an 
evidence of bad condition, as we pack to 
secure the trees against damage, if the frcet 
is allowed to come out in the natural way. 
Groods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which they are packed, with- 
out notice of complaint to up and without our 
orders for their disposition.
